A Dedication and Challenge to All

who are no longer with us. I’m sure the recent issues of global, domestic and school violence have occu- 
pied some space in our own individual reflections, and invariably the questions “WHY” or “When will it all 
end?” have surfaced in our minds. I know they have in mine. I would like to read a piece that I received 
some time ago over the internet which you may have seen and which, although I do not personally agree 
with everything here does generate some “food for thought”. It’s entitled “Something to think about”. 


The paradox of our time in history 1s that we have taller buildings, but shorter tempers; wide freeways, but 
narrower viewpoints; we spend more, but have less; we buy more, but enjoy less. 


We have bigger houses and smaller families; more conveniences, but less time. We have more degrees, but 
less sense; more knowledge, but less judgment; more experts, but more problems; more medicine, but less 
wellness. 


We have multiplied our possessions, but reduced our values. We talk too much, love too seldom, and hate 
too often. We learned how to make a living, but not a life; We’ve added years to life, not life to years. 


We’ ve been all the way to the moon and back, but have trouble crossing the street to meet the new neigh- 
bor. We’ve conquered outer space, but not inner space. We’ve cleaned up the air, but polluted the soul. We 
have split the atom, but not our prejudice. We have higher incomes, but lower morals. We’ve become long 
on quantity, but short on quality. 


These are the times of tall men and short character; steep profits and shallow relationships. These are the 
times of more leisure, but less fun; more kinds of food, but less nutrition. These days of two incomes, but 
more divorce; of fancier houses, but broken homes. 


It is a time when there is much in the show window and nothing in the stockroom; a time when technology 
can bring this letter to you, and a time when you can choose either to make a difference, or to just hit 
dclcte:.:. 


It seems as though every time we pick up a newspaper or turn to the news on TV, we hear of yet another 
tragedy. My father used to say, “All God’s children have troubles. It’s not the troubles that matter, it’s how 
you handle them that counts.” You might feel mad about something, and that’s OK, because that is a 
natural feeling. But the real question is “How are you going to address the problem?” For a moment, | 
would like to speak to the young people in our gathering. You are the future of this country! Those who 
have gone before us and have given their very lives so that we may flourish in a free society obviously felt 
the sacrifice was worth the investment for future generations. What will your contribution be — to your 
country, to your community but most importantly to yourself? How are you going to handle the troubles 
that will inevitably confront you? What kinds of choices will you make? Will you act in anger or with a 
more reasoned mind trying to seek alternative and more beneficial solutions? I feel respect is a major part 
of any solution — respect for yourself and for others.

Report of the Town Administrator 


This year many lingering legal issues were resolved via court decision or through mutual agreement, while 
newer issues moved to the forefront and asked for citizen attention such as whether to have or to not have a 
telecommunications tower, or to study the feasibility of a telecommunications tower. Newer issues engage our 
energies with every passing year and we develop a familiarity with that constant process called change. 


We remained active participants in the Community Technical Assistance Program (CTAP) sponsored by 
the Department of Transportation. This year we will be receiving $15,000 in technical planning assistance 
via the Rockingham Planning Commission to better prepare for the impact posed by the $400 million I-93 
widening project. 


Last year we responded to the public health threat of mosquito borne viruses such as Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis and West Nile virus by monitoring, larvaciding and spraying and we are again this year 
seeking funding for the mosquito control program to safeguard the public health. The Department of 
Health and Human Services has agreed to rermburse the Town $5,700 for expenses we incurred last year 
as part of our mosquito control program. 


During the year the Board negotiated a 5-year agreement for curbside recycling and solid waste disposal 
that will result in substantial savings over the life of the agreement. The agreement allows flexibility for 
residents to have curbside pick-up of white goods and electronic components. This will allow the munici- 
pality to ensure compliance with federal and state regulations that prohibit electronic components from 
being thrown into landfills. It will in a small measure also reduce greenhouse gases by reducing the num- 
ber of trips residents make to and from the town office for permits and then to and from their homes to the 
recycling center to drop off white goods and electronics. A citizen’s petition seeks to address the issue of 
global warming through a resolution adopted at town meeting and sent to elected officials. We are often at 
our best when we think globally and act locally. 


Other local initiatives this year included an upgrade to and the replacement of ACT V-20 broadcast and 
camera equipment that will improve quality and signal strength of all broadcasts. We are moving closer to 
the day when programming will be available via the web for viewing on demand for those residents whose 
travel schedules preclude their being home during program broadcasts. 


Ecclesiastes lamented that there “was nothing new under the sun,” and as much as things seemed to change, 
upon closer examination, they remained remarkably constant. Atkinson, staff, officials and volunteers represent 
the constancy that continues to engage itself in the complex challenge of governing in this whirlwind of change. 
I want to thank everyone for their contributions throughout the year. Your efforts are the luster on the gem called 
Atkinson.

Management’s Discussion & Analysis 
2006 


In fiscal year 2006 the Town is issuing its financial statements in the format proscribed by the provisions of 
the Government Accounting Standards Board Statement 34 (GASB 34) “Basic Financial Statements and 
Managements Discussion and Analysis (MD&A) for State and Local Governments.”” The MD&A is a GASB 
34 requirement and should be read in conjunction with the basic financial statements. 


As management for the Town of Atkinson (the “Town’’), we offer this narrative overview and analysis of the 
financial activities of the Town for the fiscal year ended December 31“, 2005. We encourage readers to 
consider the information here in conjunction with the basic financial statements. 


Financial Highlights 


e At the close of the 2005 fiscal year the total of assets exceeded liabilities by $10,218,742 (1.e., net 
assets), which represents an increase of $ 559,294 over 2004 net assets of $9,659,448. 

e At the close of the 2005 fiscal year the total of assets of governmental activities exceeded liabilities 
by $559,294 (1.e., net assets), which represents a decrease of $123,315 from the previous year’s 
amount of $682,609. This is due largely to the amount by which depreciation expense exceeded 
capital outlay expenditures in the current period. 


Using this Annual Report 

The annual report consists of a series of financial statements. The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement 
of Activities provide information about the activities of the Town as a whole and present a longer-term view 
of the Town’s finances. Fund financial statements begin a page ????. For governmental activities, these 
statements tell how these services were financed in the short term as well as what remains for future spend- 
ing. Fund financial statements also report the Town’s operations in more detail by providing information 
about the Town’s most significant funds. The remaining statements provide financial information about 
activities for which the Town acts solely as trustee or agent for the benefit of those outside of the government. 


Reporting the Town as a Whole 

The analysis of the Town as a whole begins on page????. One of the most important questions asked about 
the Town’s finances, “is the Town as a whole better or worse off as a result of the year’s activities?” The 
Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities report information about the Town as a whole and its 
activities in a way that helps answer this question. These statements include all assets and liabilities using the 
accrual basis of accounting, which is similar to the accounting, used in most private sector companies. All of 
the current year’s revenues and expenses are taken into account regardless of when cash is received or paid. 


These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in them. Therefore, the Town’s net assets the 
difference between assets and liabilities as one way to evaluate the Town’s financial position. Over a pe- 
riod of time, increases or decreases in the Town’s net assets, 1s an important indicator of improving or 
declining fiscal health. To better assess the overall fiscal health of the Town other non-financial factors such 
as changes in the Town’s property tax base and the condition of its roads, buildings and property must also be 
considered. In the Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities, the Town utilizes one type of 
activity to record transactions. 
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Management’s Discussion & Analysis 


e Governmental Activities Most of the Town’s basic services are reported under governmental ac- 
tivities including, police, and fire, public works, recreation, administration, insurance, legal and property 
maintenance. Property taxes, franchise fees, and state shared revenues finance most of these activi- 
ties. 


Reporting the Town’s Most Significant Fund 

The analysis of the Town’s major fund begins on page 12. The fund financial statements provide detailed 
information about the most significant fund and not the Town as a whole. Some funds are required to be 
established by State law and by bond covenants. However, the Board of Selectmen through the legislative 
body during Town Meeting, establish many other funds to help control and manage money for particular 
purposes (like the Library Capital Reserve Fund), or to show that the Town is meeting its legal responsibili- 
ties for using certain taxes, grants and other money like the local option tax. The Town’s major 
fund governmental uses a particular accounting approach. 


e Governmental Funds Most of the Town’s basic services are reported in governmental funds, which 
focus on how money flows into and out of the fund and the remaining balance left at year end that 
might be available for spending or investment. Activities within this fund use an accounting method 
called modified accrual, which measures cash and all other financial assets that can readily be con- 
verted to cash. The governmental fund statements provide a detailed short-term view of the Town’s 
general government operations and the basic services that it provides. Governmental fund informa- 
tion makes it possible to determine whether there are more or fewer financial resources available in 
the near term to finance Town services. This report describes the relationship or differences between 
governmental activities (reported in the Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities) and 
governmental funds as reconciliations at the bottom of the fund financial statements. 


The Town as Trustee 
He Town holds deposits for various individuals and businesses for contact performance, which are then 
returned when the contract has been completed. These deposits are accounted for in an Agency fund, where 
assets equal liabilities. 


The Town as a Whole 

Financial Analysis of the Town as a Whole 

In accordance with GASB Statement No. 34, the Town is not required to restate prior periods for the 
purpose of providing comparative information. However, in future years, when prior year information is 
available, a comprehensive analysis of Government-wide information will be presented.

The Town’s combined net assets were $10.21 million $9.65 million for the close of fiscal year 2005, up 
$559,294 from 2004. The Town’s unrestricted net assets for governmental activities which represents that 
portion of the net assets that is available to finance the day to day operations was $1.47 million in 2005 
which represents a decrease of $97,293 from the 2004 amount of $1.5 million.

Governmental Activities 

The change in net assets of governmental activities was $559,294 for 2005. The rate of change in net assets 
has slowed from 2004 while total expenses associated with total governmental operating costs have in- 
creased $1,095,840 from 2004 levels. Operational costs have increased approximately 8.9% as highlighted 
in Table 3, but have done so unevenly by governmental activity. Decreases from 2004 were in General 
Government ($22,942), Public Safety ($92,531), Sanitation ($11,092), Health & Welfare ($8,918), and Inter- 
est on Long Term Debt ($5,934). Increases in governmental activity were Hwys & Streets $202,545, Culture 
& Recreation $6,502, Conservation $5,266, Library $68,026 and intergovernmental $909,034. Those activi- 
ties claiming the largest share of the total dollar increase as expressed as a percentage of the total increase 
were intergovernmental (school and county) which claimed 82.9% and highways & streets claiming almost 
18.5% of the total $1,095,840, as illustrated in Table 3.

Governmental Type Funds 

As of year end, the governmental funds (as presented on page ???) reported a combined fund balance of 
$3,718,350 which is a 4.3% decrease from the beginning of year balance of $3,887,761. The decrease is 
attributable to higher than anticipated expenditures resulting from adverse weather conditions and damage 
to two police cruisers. Again this year’s (2005) General Fund undesignated fund balance experienced a net 
decrease of $41,767, down from $1,501,957 at the beginning of the year to a reported balance of $1,460,190 
at year’s end. The year 2004 also experienced a net decrease of $37,606, down from a beginning balance in 
2004 of $1,539,563 to a $1,501,957 reported balance at the close of 2004. The General Fund undesignated 
fund balance has decreased a total of $79,373 over two years (2004-2005). 


General Fund Budgetary Highlights 

Over the course of the year, as is customary in smaller New Hampshire Towns with Town Meeting form of 
government, budgeted amounts for government activities are prepared for legislative approval at March 
Town Meeting. Estimated revenue projections are provided in early January and then adjusted in September 
prior to meeting with Department of Revenue Administration officials to set the Town’s tax rate. While total 
own source revenues exceeded budgeted revenue by $155,366, a prior year encumbrance of $10,500 and the 
use of $287,000 from fund balance to lower the tax rate resulted in the total revenue exceeding the budgeted 
amount by $297,500. Use of $287,000 in fund balance resulted in a net decrease of $41,767 in fund balance 
as stated at the beginning of the year. The adopted budget for town expenditures was $3,670,040 however; 
prior year encumbrances of $10,500 for ongoing construction of a recreation shed at Pope Field led to a 
revised budget of $3,680,540. Even with this adjustment, the actual charges to appropriations, or expendi- 
tures, were $100,367 less than the final budgeted amount. 


Capital Assets 

At the end of 2005 the Town held a broad range of capital assets including police and fire department equip- 
ment, buildings, park facilities, roads and drainage structures. Pursuant to GASB Statement 34, Phase 3 
governments “are encouraged but are NOT required to report major infrastructure assets retroactively.” 
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Management’s Discussion & Analysis 


The Town’s 2006 capital budget included $186,483 in capital projects, with $96,483 for road improvements 
and $90,000 for the purchase of Cable Broadcast and Recording Equipment associated with the operations 
of the Town’s PEG station. 


Debt 

As of December 31*, 2005 the Town had $674,214 in bonds ($444,880 Fire Station) and capital leases of 
$229,334 for Fire Truck and Police Cruiser outstanding (inclusive of interest) versus $828,121 as of Decem- 
ber 31* 2004, which represents a 22% reduction in debt and capital lease obligations as illustrated in Table 4.

Economic Factors and Next Year’s Budgets and Rates 
The Town’s elected and appointed officials considered many factors when setting the fiscal year budget for 
2006 and the tax rate. One of those factors is the economy. 


Atkinson’s local economy consists of retail and service industries that are located in adjoining municipali- 
ties. Construction of new homes in Atkinson constitutes the largest single business activity in the area. 
Atkinson is a bedroom community located in the greater Boston Metropolitan Area with convenient access 
to I-495 and I-93. The Atkinson labor force is comprised largely of professionals commuting outside of the 
community to work within the Boston metro area. 


Located in Southern New Hampshire’s Rockingham County, the population of Atkinson is approximately 
7,000 and the increase in population during the last decade is the fastest in the County. 


The tax base is overwhelmingly residential with approximately 4% commercial. The changing nature of the 
State’s Education Funding Plan places the community in a potentially volatile financial position given that 
the composition the tax base is 96% residential. Whether or not a combination of a slow down in the regional 
housing market, coupled with an aging population and a weak labor market, will result in higher than aver- 
age foreclosure rates remains to be seen.

Report of the Conflict of 
Interest Committee 


On January 10", we received a petition from Mark Acciard v. Fred Childs, Selectman. We determined the 
Ordinance had been violated. A letter with findings and recommendations was sent to Selectmen and to 
other parties involved. Also, in January, we drafted questions to make citizens familiar with our committee 
and submitted them in the event we were interviewed by ACTV Channel 20. 


We received a petition on February 10", from Francis Polito v. Harold Morse, Planning Board. We deter- 
mined the Ordinance had been violated. Letters were sent to the Selectmen and to parties involved with 
findings and recommendations. 


The Ordinance changes we submitted to the Warrant, were approved by the voters in April, and were 
incorporated into the Ordinance. Brian Boyle was elected to this Committee. He sent a letter to us saying 
he was unable (according to the Conflict of Interest Ordinance) to assume the position because his son is a 
member of the Atkinson Fire Department. Paul Sullivan was elected to the position of Selectman and 
resigned from the Atkinson Fire Department to avoid conflict of interest. We sent him a letter advising him 
that a conflict may exist, if he acted on Fire Department matters, within twelve months of his resignation. 


David Hammond applied to fill the vacant position on the Committee. On April 25", we elected him to the 
position. He was sworn in by the Town Clerk on May 1*. The following were elected to Offices on the 
Committee, on April 25": Richard Smith — Chairman, Bergeron Norris — Vice Chairman, James Hazlett — 
Secretary. 


On September 27", Bergeron Norris submitted a letter of resignation, to the Committee, for personal rea- 
sons. His resignation was accepted and a letter was sent to thank him for his years of service to the town. 
The open position has been announced on the town web site and on ACTV 20. 


We have submitted an article to the Selectmen for inclusion in the 2007 Warrant. The changes are meant to 
make the Ordinance more concise and easier to read. 


A petition dated October 1*, was received from Carol Grant vs. Philip V. Consentino. We determined that 
there was no violation of the Ordinance. A letter relaying the finding was sent to Grant, with copies to 
Consentino, Town Clerk and Selectmen.

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Report of the Budget Committee 


This past year the budget process has flowed rather smoothly. In spite of competing budget priorities, a heavy 
warrant article load, and changing numbers from both dept. heads and the selectmen, the budget committee has 
diligently strove to handle these issues with equanimity. 


The final budget numbers will be as follows, unless amended on town floor; The total budget for 2007 is 
$4,034,765. This represents an increase of $143,622 or 3.69%. This is influenced by the calendar as it was 
pointed out late into the year that 2007 will be a 53 week year for budgeting purposes. This increases all 
payroll, and associated lines, by almost 2% in addition to the 3% COLA approved by the selectmen. A large 
percentage of this increase is also due to the amounts from warrant article passed last year that are now 
budgetary items from here on out. 


The only major line item changes made this year were in insurance where we decided to put all insurance 
including vehicles and law enforcement liability into the “other insurance” budget thereby removing it 
from the depts.. This change has been discussed since last year when dispatch was pulled out of police and 
fire and put into its own line. This represents a reduction in the Police budget of $26,806, Fire; $7,702 and 
Highway of; $472. The other notable changes this year was the advent of the police revolving fund account 
for special details, which has worked largely as planned. This account has shown a surplus this past year of 
$46,000, $35,000 of which have been used to buy down line items in the PD budget, also the $20,000 line 
item created on town floor last year in case the CBA article was pulled, has ceased. All in all the budgetary 
increase have been kept to a minimum. 


Again, On a personal note it has been a great honor not only to serve on this committee for the last 6 years, 
but also to be elected by my committee members as their chairman for the last two. It has been a fun ride 
and a wonderful education. We as a committee work hard to do our research not only on budgetary items 
but on warrant article that come before us, so that we not only know what we don’t know, and what 
questions to ask our presenters, but can also accurately assess the items value to the town. My personal 
philosophy is that personalities do not matter before the budget committee. If your numbers work, you get 
our recommendation, if they do not you get hard questions until we are satisfied enough to recommend or 
not. To my fellow townspeople, I sincerely thank you for allowing this 40 year town resident to serve you 
in this capacity. I hope to see as many of you as possible on Town Floor.

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Report of the Police Department 


Once again, during the year of 2006, we were able to continue to have one of the lowest crime rates in the 
area. This has been accomplished by providing regular patrols in the neighborhoods. These patrols show 
a strong police presence, enabling us to keep crime at its present low level. 


This was the second Christmas season that we provided a Babysitting Program at the Academy school so 
parents could shop alone, knowing their children were being care for in a safe environment. The children 
enjoyed all sorts of activities including face painting and arts and crafts. We are planning to offer this 
service again next year and, hopefully, be able to open it to more families. After lunch, on the last school 
day prior to their Christmas vacation, each child at the Academy received a large candy cane from our 
Department. 


Corporal John Lapham has done a great job as the Department’s D.A.R.E. instructor. The participation 
from the children in the fifth grade class has been overwhelming. I will try to provide additional safety 
programs at the Academy along with our D.A.R.E. program.

Some of the more serious situations that we have to address are domestic calls. After responding, the 
Police Department is usually put in the middle of these family disputes. While we understand that some 
families are having difficult times, and that these situations are especially hard on the children, we have 
certain laws that we must enforce. We cannot appease both parties and try to remain neutral while listening 
to their stories but, when a law has been violated; we must, by statute, take appropriate action. Unfortu- 
nately, each year domestic cases are on the increase with Ninety (90) per cent being alcohol related. 


Vandalism is also a reoccurring problem. Last year, when we arrested a juvenile for destroying a mail box, 
we asked him why he would do something like that. His response was that there is nothing else to do. 
Unfortunately, he may have a small point. 

One of the drawbacks to living in a “bedroom community” is that there is no public gathering place, such 
as a Boys/Girls Club for our kids to meet with their peers. That does not, however, excuse unlawful 
behavior. Our department will continue to be diligent in apprehending kids who think vandalizing mail 
boxes or running over lawns is “fun”.

Section V. Prohibited Conduct, Paragraph A.(3) — Replace “Knowingly participate in the conduct of 
business of the town without disclosing all conflict of interest questions.” with “Knowingly participate in 
town business without disclosing all potential conflicts of interest.” 


Section V. Prohibited Conflict, Paragraph A.(5). — Move, and reword, the second sentence to Section VI. 
Exclusions, (new) Paragraph E. “Nothing in this ordinance shall prevent political candidates or parties 
from holding public meetings in town buildings, or prevent members from exercising and carrying out the 
responsibilities and obligations of their office or position of employment.”

Report of Elderly Affairs 


During last year (2006), we have seen a substantial increase in the number of transports that we have 
provided to our seniors. We have completed over 1192 transports to doctor’s offices, food shopping, non- 
emergency hospital visits and local rehab/health centers. This is up from 750 transports in 2005. 


At the Police Station, we have many medical supplies available to our seniors. Some of the appliances we 
have available are wheelchairs, walkers, shower chairs, crutches and other medical appliances. If you should 
find yourself in need of any of these medical aids, please give us a call. We will be more than willing to 
assist you and will, if necessary, deliver the appliance directly to your home. 


This year, we hope to expand our services to our seniors. I would like to remind our senior residents that we 
provide many services other than transportation. We can help you with some Medicare problems, do minor 
repairs around your home, help you find a reliable contractor, and mediate with contractors who have not 
fulfilled their obligation to you. Our Community Service Officers, Assistant Director William Anderson, 
Roger Culliford, Charlie McCarthy, Richard Magoon and Robert Neill, have helped us make our Senior 
Program one of the best in the area. 


The Police Department has set up a Senior Citizen Donation Fund where all donations are earmarked just 
for our seniors. We use this special fund to help some of our seniors with oil deliveries, pharmaceutical 
prescriptions and for special medical appliances. We sincerely thank the folks who have donated to this 
special fund. It can be very embarrassing for our seniors to be asked to fill out page after page of personal 
questions to obtain some relief with their household bills. By having this fund, the Police Department can 
quietly help them over a financial hurdle and help them maintain their dignity. 


Our Community Service officers receive great rewards just in seeing the expressions on the faces of our 
seniors when they know that getting to their doctor’s appointments or to a nursing home to visit a loved one 
will not be a problem. I also try to visit our seniors in nursing homes as often as possible. On one visit, I 
noticed one senior just sitting in a chair looking especially depressed. When I asked her what was wrong, 
she said she was bored, there was nothing happy going on. On my next visit, I brought her a portable CD 
player with the “Sound of Music” CD. When I put the earphones on her and she started to sing along with 
the music, I knew, thanks to our fund, she was going to have a great day. 


Since we began the wheelchair van services, we have been able to assist many seniors (in non-emergency 
situations) who otherwise would have had to call a wheelchair transportation company at a cost of approxi- 
mately Three Hundred dollars ($300.00). This wheelchair service is only available to Atkinson residents. 
The wheelchair van currently in use, which was purchased at no expense to tax payers by using funds from 
the Police Department Donation account, is Thirteen (13) years old, with One Hundred Sixty-nine Thou- 
sand (169,000) miles on it. 


Since the current van is in need of some major repairs (and is just plain tired), we find that it is time for a 
replacement van. We put in a Warrant Article requesting that the voters allow us to purchase a new van by 
entering into a four (4) year lease program. The cost of the van is approximately Forty Three Thousand dollars 
($43,000.00) As of this date, I have raised approximately Twenty-one Thousand ($21,000.00) dollars, leaving a 
yearly appropriation of only Five Thousand Five Hundred ($5,500.00) dollars per year for the next four years. 
This warrant article has the blessing of both the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee. 
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I truly believe that since half the required amount has been raised through generous donations, the re- 
maining five Thousand Five Hundred ($5,500.00) dollars a year is a small amount to pay to allow us to 
provide this much needed service to our wheelchair bound seniors. 


All seniors should feel free to contact me at any time, either at the Police Station at 362-4001 or at my 
home at 362-5627. Your Police Department is here to provide individual service to all of our seniors, so 


please do not hesitate to give us a call.

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Report of the Fire Department 


The 36 members of the Atkinson Fire Department have had to put their skills to work this year while 
responding to 474 calls for service in both fire and EMS. The dedication to training by both fire and EMS 
personnel has proven again this year that the goal of the members is to provide the best protection of lives 
and property to its residents as possible. I would like to thank the members for their time and commit- 
ment to the community and their additional 9053 hours of volunteer service. 


We are currently working on specifications to replace the existing 1989 rescue/ambulance and will be 
presenting this to the voters in 2008. The support of the capital reserve fund will help in the purchase of 
this equipment, with little impact to our tax base. Your continued support of the fund will allow the 
department to maintain and replace equipment as necessary in the future. 


We are currently working with our ambulance service provider to house an advanced life support trans- 
port unit in town. This would reduce response times to our residents and enhance our EMS system. The 
growth of the community continues to put a strain on our volunteers. We are always looking for dedicated 
people to join our department. If you have any interest please stop by the station, look around, ask 
questions and if interested in serving your community in this capacity, pick up an application. 


The past several years we have been studying the possibility of full time personnel. The committee is 
compiling data that would support a move in this direction if necessary. At this time, the committee feels 
there is no need for full time personnel. However, with the continued growth, it appears there will be a 
need in the very near future. 


The members of the department stand ready to respond to all emergencies throughout our town and to 
assist our neighbors when the need arises. The personnel are highly trained and motivated and your 
continued support is greatly appreciated.

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Report of the 
SOUTHEASTERN N.H. HAZARDOUS MATERIALS 
MUTUAL AID DISTRICT 


The Southeastern New Hampshire Hazardous Materials Mutual Aid District is 
organized as a regional solution to the hazardous materials response problem. The 
purpose of the District is to prepare our communities for responses to hazardous 
materials incidents, both with training and equipment. The 16 communities that 
comprise the district are: Auburn, Atkinson, Candia, Chester, Danville, Deerfield, 
Derry, Hampstead, Hooksett, Litchfield, Londonderry, Pelham, Plaistow, Sandown, 
Salem, and Windham. Approximately 400 square miles, and a population of ap- 
proximately 150,000 residents are covered by the district’s response area. In addi- 
tion, the District protects an Interstate Highway System as well as a rail line and 
hundreds of miles of state and local highways and the state’s largest airport. 


The District is managed by an Operations Committee, consisting of a Chief Fire Officer from each mem- 
ber community, who carry out the day-to-day business of the organization; and a Board of Directors, 
consisting of an elected or appointed member of municipal government in each member community, who 
provide oversight and fiscal management. The District provides the highest level of response available for 
Hazardous Materials, Level “A” 


District resources include two response trailers; equipped with generators, o11 spill and decontamination 
equipment, chemical reference material, protective suits, communications equipment, and a response truck 
and trailer equipped for the team. The District trailers and truck are strategically located to respond to any 
community requesting them. An EMS Mass Casualty trailer is located in Londonderry, available for re- 
sponse to medical incidents with a large number of patients. The District also maintains a Decontamina- 
tion trailer that is equipped to decontaminate a large number of people affected by a HAZMAT or weapons 
of mass destruction incident. 


Response Team 


The response team is made up of 40 members drawn from the ranks of the fire departments within the 
District. The team consists of 36 technician level members (TMs), four communication specialists (CSs) 
and six technician team leaders (TTLs). In addition to members drawn from a fire department background 
the team also includes persons from various backgrounds that act as advisors to the team in their specific 
areas of expertise. These advisors include an industrial chemist, a microbiologist, a medical examiner and 
a member from the Londonderry Police Department. Activation of the team is made by the request of the 
local incident commander through the Derry Fire Dispatch Center. The team is then notified to respond 
via alphanumeric pagers and cellular phones. The team is available to respond to chemical based incidents 
at one of these three levels: 


Level One - Single resource response - this is usually a request for a spill trailer to assist a commu- 
nity in containing an unplanned fixed volume hydrocarbon release. A technical team leader will 
respond with the dispatched resource. 


Level Two - Team leader response - this is a request by a community for a team leader response 
to a community to assist in the disposition of an incident involving a known or unknown chemi- 
cal. This response consists of the entry/command trailer and two team leaders. It is sometimes 
supplemented by a small group of support technicians. 
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Level Three - Full team response - this is the response of the whole District team including all 
personnel and mobile equipment. 


In calendar year 2006, the Team responded to 10 Level | incidents, 2 Level 2 incidents, and 2 Level 3 
incidents (Level 3 incidents were in Salem and Pelham). 


Prior to being accepted as a member of the technical team, certain prerequisites must be met. They include 
passing an occupational physical every two years, completing an approved 80-hour technician level course 
that covers the competencies outline in CFR 29 1910.120 and NFPA 473. Regularly scheduled Team training 
is held as a minimum 10 months a year with no training in July and August. Typically training is the third 
Wednesday of the monthly with a 9AM start time and with the training lasting usually four to seven hours. 
Personnel are required to attend a minimum of 70% of the scheduled training. 


Each team member is expected to promptly respond to every team request they are available for; and once on 
scene, to fulfill the duties of their position with a sense of duty and responsibility. Team members are ex- 
pected to positively promote the Team’s image as well as its mission of responding to unplanned chemical 
releases in a manner that minimizes their impact on the citizens and communities within the District. 


Training Overview 

Training Continues to be a top priority for the Southeastern NH HAZMAT Team. The team continues to 
train in the areas of transportation and fixed facility emergencies, weapons of mass destruction, clandestine 
drub labs, and confined space rescue. 


The HAZMAT district has also assisted member communities with planning for Homeland Security training 
exercises, and provided HAZMAT refresher training.

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Report of the Road Agent 


Hi, I would like to start off by thanking all the people who made 2006 another productive year for your 
Highway Department: the voters, without support from the people the department would grind to a halt. I 
would also like to thank all the volunteers and professionals who keep this town going day in and day out. 


I would like to take some time to list a few of this years accomplishments, the budget paving and warrant 
article paving went well. The Town of Atkinson received an excellent bid price from Pike paving and 
despite the huge jump in liquid asphalt pricing and fuel, they professionally completed this years paving on 
budget. The list of roads included Bryant Woods Road, Salem Road, the second half of West Side Drive, 
Oak Ridge Road, Deer Run Road, Rose Lane, Stewart Farm Road, and Stone Pound Lane. Over half the 
roads that were paved had been delayed for over two years, due to budget cuts and restraints. 


Hopefully with your support we can continue on with the Highway Department’s capital improvement 
plan. Doing planned scheduled maintenance on time and on budget has always been the mission of the 
Highway Department. Funding a long range plan has proved to be a valid philosophy limiting big fluctua- 
tions in the overall spending on highway infrastructure and removing the need to bond work, saving the 
interest payments as well as not burdening future generations with our responsibilities. 


Paving is the easy part of the Highway Department’s responsibilities for the public to see and appreciate, 
but the list of responsibilities is quite long. Most go unnoticed when they are done correctly, such as, 
cutting brush to keep the right of ways clear, drainage work such as the projects on Salem Road, which 
cured a ground water problem, which was only evident in the winters without snow. The spring water 
would freeze and form large ice sheets, which would encroach on the travel lane, which should be a thing 
of the past. 


2006 was a mild year for winter maintenance. Enabling the Highway Department to return thousands of 
dollars back to the general fund. This is despite the record rainfall and flood damage, which occurred in 
May. We are presently working with F.E.M.A. to reduce the impact of these unusual storm events. With 
proper planning and coordination with state and federal agencies Atkinson should be able to weather the 
storms with much less cost and inconvenience. 


In the past the Road Agent’s responsibilities grew to include the care of grounds of all town owned facili- 
ties except the cemetery, and managing the recycling and municipal waste. The expectations for the quality 
of care for our town owned facilities have risen and the demand for the use of those facilities has also risen 
as well. I truly appreciate the efforts that the contractors, Outdoor Escapes and Greenworld, as well as the 
volunteers from little league, soccer and recreation in making Woodlock Park an area we can all be proud 
of, as well as all of or other great facilities. 


2006 was a year of rethinking and renegotiating for our recycling center and household waste contracts. 
Using the bid process Waste Management will remain our contractor for 2007 for thirty thousand dollars 
less than we paid in 2006, miracles happen, and at the recycling center the area has been reorganized and 
downsized to make recycling easier and more efficient. The recycling center has also been fenced in an 
effort to keep the whole area safer for the children. By downsizing the recycling center we freed up space to 
create more parking for soccer and little league as well as made room for a new T-Ball field, in the spirit of 
cooperation and being a good neighbor. I believe recycling and recreation can coexist for many years to 
come. Having a good neighbor, that’s what I want people to think of when they think of the Atkinson 
Highway Department.

Report of the Kimball Library 


The Trustees and staff of the Kimball Library continue to look forward to a new library in order to better 
serve the residents of Atkinson. In the fall of 2006, the Library Trustees asked the Selectmen to appoint a 
Joint Library Task Force to review the plans and progress to date. 


In December, the Task Force made a final recommendation for a one-story, 11,400 square foot building, at 
a savings of $487,600 over the two-story, 13,590 square foot building proposed last year. Due to interest 
earned on the Library Capital Reserve Fund, the amount to be bonded ($1.734 million) will be $566,000 
less than last year. 


Most of the savings is because a one-story building does not require an elevator, fire-rated stairways, 
second floor restrooms, or additional load-bearing capacity on the second floor to support the weight of 
books. Even though the new plan is smaller because of this, all of the library program space from the old 
plan has been retained and will include a preschool reading area, craft corner, story hour nook, and home- 
work center for children, as well as an eCommons (similar to an Internet café, but with access to subscrip- 
tion databases and full-text periodical articles), an area set aside for teens and seniors, quiet study areas 
and a conference room, outdoor programming space, and a community meeting room with videoconferencing 
capability. WIFI (wireless Internet) will be available throughout the library, and the library will be com- 
pletely accessible to persons with disabilities. 


In the meantime, we continue to provide access to DVDs, audiobooks, music CDs, bestsellers, fiction and 
non-fiction, LARGE print books, periodicals & newspapers, reference sources, material for children and 
young adults, and much more in a building that has served the town well, but has outlived its useful 
purpose. 2006 was a record-breaking year, with circulation topping 66,000 for the first time. 


In 2006, the Kimball Library was also one of twenty libraries statewide to participate in the New Hampshire 
Downloadable Audiobooks Consortium. Atkinson residents can choose from hundreds of audiobook titles and 
download them through the library’s website — www.kimballlibrary.com. 


We also started a Saturday craft hour from 1-2pm and host a Mother’s Group that meets every Friday at 
10:30am (children welcome!). The third Wednesday of each month, we now welcome Hawke the Reader 
Dog, from 4-Spm. Hawke just loves to have children read to her, so please drop in and read her a story! 


The Summer Reading Program for 2006 was Treasure Reading, using a pirate theme for programs, crafts, 
and entertainment. Steve Blunt, an award-winning musician and storyteller, kicked things off with a 
program at the Community Center for the whole family. The NH Massabesic Audubon Society provided 
a Treasure Hunt, an introduction to orienteering. Another program was Trash to Treasures, using the 
imagination to create something from recycled materials. Children created glow stones for money and a 
sky watch diary for tracking clouds. There were plenty of eye patches and tattoos for everyone, and 
children brought home items they had made — compasses, Jolly Rogers flags, and swashbucklers’ swords. 
Family Pirates’ Night Out, featuring Almodarr’s Grand Illusion and Double Vision, was held at the Per- 
forming Arts Center. This program was sponsored by the four public libraries in the Timberlane district. 
The finale was a Pirate Feast and Farewell with ice cream sundaes and free books as prizes. 


Many of the programs and services that are not included in our operating budget are provided through the 
generosity of the Friends of the Kimball Library. In 2006, events included a talk by author Titia Bozuwa on 
her book /n the Shadow of the Cathedral: Growing Up in Holland During World War IT, classes in oil 
painting and Russian doll painting, a Mad Science workshop for children, their second annual Peddlers’ 
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Market, their bi-annual book and flea sales, and the annual trip to Tanglewood. 


The Friends also provided books that were nominated for NHs Flume, Great Stone Face, Isinglass, and 
Ladybug awards; refrigerator magnets with the library’s hours, web address, and contact information; re- 
newal of the library’s motion picture license; passes to Butterfly Place and to the children’s museums in 
Boston and Portsmouth; the ice cream social, a puppet, and supplies for the Summer Reading Program; 
snacks for the Teen Book Discussion Group; and a train table for the Children’s Room. 


The Friends joined with the Trustees in raising funds for the new library, holding a raffle at the Trustees’ 
Beatlejuice fundraiser and through a letter campaign. They also provided a Big Belly Bank for the library’s 
Spare Change Campaign. Of note in 2006, the Friends received their 501c3 tax exempt status from the 
Internal Revenue Service, so donations to the Friends are now officially tax deductible. The Friends meet 
the third Wednesday of every month at 10am at the library. New members are always welcome! 


In 2007, we look forward to continuing to provide you with new and better service, as we also look forward 
to being able to expand our programs and services in a new library building.

2006 Building Permit activity slowed with only 6 New Residential Single Family Home permits issued 
and no new condominiums. Most of the town’s permitting was for additions, remodeling, roofing and 
siding. 


Monthly Building Permit Reports are posted on the Atkinson Web Site www.town-atkinsonnh.com and 
information relative to requirements for a building permit and pool permit are also available. 


All Inspectors are available to the Public on Monday evenings 7:00 P.M. to 8:30 P.M. for questions and 
permit applications. Plan ahead you may discover that you need a Variance for your project and town 
Board’s generally meet but once a month. 


At present the following Codes are in effect: International Building Code, Edition 2003; Building Residential, 
Fire, Fuel Gas, Mechanical & Plumbing, National Electrical Code, Edition 2005; State Energy Code, Edition 
2000. 


**REMINDER - Building Permits are required for Siding, Roofing, all Deck Construction and Finished 
Basements. New Codes are in effect relative to finishing basements and it is important to check with the 


building office early in your planning.

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Report of the Planning Board 


Highlights for the year include a contract with Rockingham Planning Commission for them to provide 
Atkinson with Circuit Rider services to assist us in Plan Reviews. This will keep us closely attuned to 
regional planning issues, and changes in state guidelines as they come along. At the same, the Selectmen 
made a decision to take a new look at Engineering Services for Atkinson, and after a Request For Proposal 
process they interviewed candidate companies, and opted to engage the services of Vollmer Associates as 
Town Engineers. 


During the March Town Meeting the Planning Board put forth a successful zoning article to allow larger 
buildings in the Sports Complex/Residential District. We also updated the Building Code in line with 
latest national revisions. We also added new wording with regard to eminent domain to more effectively 
protect the right of individuals. 

A group of citizens joined Planning Board members to work on a Survey that will be used to gain citizen 
input for the development of the next Master Plan, which should be completed during 2007. The survey is 
to be conducted using the services of the UNH Survey Center. 


One of the most exciting and fun projects during 2006 was the application to the State to designate por- 
tions of Main Street as a Scenic and Cultural Byway. The members of the Historical Society worked 
tirelessly to produce an album of photos and maps and descriptions to accompany the application. Late in 
the year we received a call from the State to say that they accepted our application and are willing to grant 
the designation. One more step to be taken during 2007 is a Public Hearing for the Town to decide to 
accept the designation. 


Development over the course of 2006 was minimal. We reviewed and granted one application for the 
construction of a Warehouse/Office building on Industrial Way. 
We approved the creation of one new building lot at the corner of Page Lane off Main Street. 


We also approved 4 Lot Line Adjustments on existing lots. We finished the year by beginning the review of 
an application that will lead to the creation of 9 multi-unit condominium buildings within the golf course. 
This is a new style of housing in Atkinson, and will be populated by residents over the age of 55. This is 
a large project that will take years to complete. We anticipate a financial benefit to the Town with this type 
of housing. 


As in years past, we invite you, the Citizen, to come and participate in our process. We meet on the first 
and third Wednesdays each month. The first meeting is devoted to Workshop activities, and the last one is 
devoted to Public Hearings. We welcome your participation and input always.

Also, special events and gatherings were held, including the Garden Club’s annual Green Sale; Atkinson 
Women’s Civic Club’s Town Wide Yard Sale; Lions Club - Citizen of the Year Celebration; Friends of Kimball 
Library’s Vender Fair; Pancake Breakfasts by five (5) different groups; Red Cross Blood Drives; Spaghetti 
Suppers and more. The town Committees and Departments made good use of our center: Supervisors’ 
check list; Police Department Holiday party; Fire Arm Safely Class by the Police Department; Kimball 
Library Children’s Programs; Recreation Master Plan Committee; Friends of Playground Committee: Four - 
Town Recreation directors meeting; Sun ‘N Fun Counselors training and town Elections.

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Report of ACTV-20 


2006 certainly has brought a lot of changes to Atkinson Community Television and what a difference a 
year makes! It is almost hard to remember what those old broadcasts looked like, even though we all lived 
with them for so long. 


In 2005 Atkinson residents saw the quality of broadcasts continue to decline despite the best efforts of 
ACTYV staff. It was no secret that the ACTV equipment was wearing out and new equipment was badly 
needed. As 2005 came to a close it was decided that the best course of action was to ask the voters to 
withdraw all the money needed to replace Atkinson Community Television’s old equipment. It was a tough 
decision to make since the last few attempts by ACTV to withdraw funds from the Capital Reserve account 
were unsuccessful. Throughout 2005 Atkinson Community Television staff had worked to clearly explain 
why the equipment was needed and how the equipment was to be paid for. All of our hard work paid off. 


After several years of trying, voters in 2006 approved a Warrant Article to withdraw $90,000 from the 
Cable Television Capital Reserve account to purchase the new equipment. A lot of thought and discussion 
was involved in the selection of new equipment. It was important to the Board of Selectmen that it be 
determined how the equipment would serve our current needs, as well as how it would fit into the future 
needs and goals of Atkinson Community Television and the Town of Atkinson. Everyone involved worked 
hard to ensure that when the equipment was purchased, the Town would get the best equipment at the best 
price possible. All of our hard work was worth it. Working with the TA and the Board of Selectmen we 
were able to purchase all of the equipment that ACTV needed for under $63,000.00 


Our work, however, is not finished. As many of you know, Atkinson Community Television continues to 
operate out of a very small space. As anyone who has been to the Town Hall recently can see, every office 
is bursting at the seams and every department is in need of more room. 


A lot of work has been done to develop plans for an expansion to the Town Hall. 

Until Atkinson Community Television is able to get the space we need, Atkinson Community Television 
will continue to keep departmental costs as low as possible and deposit excess funds from cable franchise 
fees into the Cable TV Capital Reserve Fund. Hopefully, in 2008 the plans for this expansion will go 
forward and the in the Cable Television Capital Reserve Fund will be used build and equip studio and 
office space. 


Until then, Atkinson Community Television will continue to improve and expand our programs and ser- 
vices. The purchase of new cameras and editing equipment has made it easier than ever for residents to 
produce the show they want to see of Atkinson Community Television. Remember — ACTV provides the 
equipment and training, you provide the time and the talent. It is the work of residents like you that makes 
all the programs on ACTV possible. As always, if you have any questions, comments, or complaints, 
please feel free to call me at 362-4549.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


This year the Conservation Commission continued our efforts to protect and preserve open space for the town 
while making the town conservation lands more accessible for the public. 


The town trails map which we printed last year were a great success, and we quickly went through the entire print 
run. This year we printed a revised edition with some trail corrections. The new maps also identify which of the 
major town lands allow hunting and which don’t. The new maps are available at town hall and in the trailhead 
mailboxes. 


We completed four trail improvement projects. Scout Troop 95 did further clearing on the trail from Woodlawn 
Avenue to Sawmill Swamp, and we thank them on behalf of the town for all the hard work. The west entrance to 
the Sawyer conservation lands from Forest Road had become nearly impassible; so we regravelled that to im- 
prove access for hikers, further trail maintenance, and emergency vehicles. We completed a surveying project to 
mark the center entrance to the Sawyer parcel so that we can clear a parking area there, We also had concrete 
markers set at the town canoe launch on Stickney Road to identify where the public can park to launch canoes and 
kayaks on Big Island Pond. 


There were two land acquisition projects in 2006. We negotiated the purchase of a small parcel west of Sawmill 
Swamp. We also purchased a 10-acre parcel at the junction of Linebrook and East Roads. We are proposing to 
exchange recreational use of this land for conservation protection of the town owned land on the east end of 
Sawyer Avenue. We hope you will support our warrant article to protect the Sawyer land, which has traditionally 
been used as a conservation area but is available for development and will be developed unless the voters put a 
conservation easement on it. 


Last year we also worked with the Planning Board on the project to seek Scenic Byway status for Main Street. 
This has cleared the major state hurdles and is awaiting public hearings before going back to the state for ap- 
proval. 


The Commission has a website which is linked off the town’s website at http://www.town-atkinsonnh.com. The 


town trails map is online there as a downloadable PDF file which you can print out. We meet in the town hall at 
7PM on the first Monday of the month. Feel free to come by.
